A past and present 
look of Hickman 


“I had only been to Hickman, 
Ky., on one previous occasion, 
back when I was in college at 
the University of Tennessee at 
Martin. It had been the closest 
Mississippi River town to the 
campus, and I drove up there one 
evening to see it, and ended up 
eating a hamburger at a bar on 
the main street of the downtown, 
Clinton Street. 

I recalled it as a sort of roman¬ 
tic spot, with an old and historic 
courthouse high up on the bluff 
above the old downtown, which 
was starting to be abandoned due 
to river scouring of the bluff on 
which the downtown area sat. At 
least part of Clinton Street had 
been barricaded off, and the folks 
in the bar and grill told me that 
the area had to be abandoned due 
to the instability. 

That would have been in April 
of 1987, and I was curious to 
see how Hickman looked nowa¬ 
days. In some ways, things had 
changed for the better, or at least 
one thing had, in that the Corps 
of Engineers had received fund¬ 
ing to stabilize the bluff, which 
they did. The project also result¬ 
ed in a beautiful overlook of the 
swamps** and Mississippi River 
at a distance, and there’s no bet¬ 
ter place to park the car and shoot 
some photos, or just enjoy some 
peace and quiet. 

At the highest point of the 
bluff, I also found that the his¬ 
toric and beautiful Fulton County 
Courthouse was still standing and 
in good condition. But down the 
bluff in the old downtown, things 
had changed only for the worse. 
There was no trace of the old bar 
and grill where I had eaten back 
in 1987, and nearly every store¬ 
front which remained on Clinton 
Street was vacant. 

Many vacant lots were places 
that I seemed to have recalled 
being buildings when I was last 
there, and at least one wall was 
crumbling into a pile of bricks. 
There were two abandoned law 
offices, one with legal books 
still scattered all over the room 
visible through the windows, a 
City of Hickman redevelopment 
office which seemed something 
of a cruel joke (for it seemed to 
need redeveloping itself), and 
an intriguing building called the 
LaClede Building, big enough 
to be a hotel, and with a bizarre 
keyhole-shaped front entrance** 
that I had never seen on any other 
building. 

At the convenience store on the 
outskirts of town, I tried to ask 
the young man at the cash regis¬ 
ter what had happened to Hick¬ 
man, particularly the downtown 
area. His answer was simply, 
“There’s never been much here. 
We’re a poor city, you know.” 

Dave Says... 


I left feeling that more needed 
to be investigated. The next town 
of any size upriver is Cairo, Il¬ 
linois, and the conventional 
wisdom about Cairo is that it 
was decimated by the racial war 
and the Black boycott of busi¬ 
nesses between 1969 and 1972, 
but the similar condition of 
Hickman,where there was (as far 
as we know) no dramatic racial 
conflict or rioting suggests that 
the decline of river towns might 
have been inevitable and unpre- 
ventable rather than something 
caused by extraordinary events 
like those Cairo experienced. 

At any rate, Hickman is rapidly 
crumbling, and deserves a better 
fate. With Clinton Street properly 
restored, Hickman could become 
a popular stop on the riverboat 
vacations, and also a tourist des¬ 
tination, but it will require both 
vision and money, and Hickman 
seems to be short on both.” 

**Editor’s Note: It should be 
noted that the blujf located be¬ 
hind the Carnegie Museum is 
of fertile farmland and pecan 
orchards, not “overlook of the 
swamps.” We also note that the 
LaClede Hotel front entrance is a 
horse shoe, not “bizarre keyhole¬ 
shaped front entrance.” You can 
visit Cpo Charles Glaser’s Face- 
book for more information on 
this fact.

My husband and I recently 
inherited my parents’ home. 
It’s in a small, rural town with 
little industry, and we’ve been 
told that the place would be 
worth $85,000 if it’s cleaned 
up, compared to $75,000 as-is. 
Should we spend about $10,000 
to really clean it up, replace a few 
things and make it presentable to 
sell it faster?

Dear Terri, 

It’s really up to you guys, 
because both options — whether 
you’re sitting on the house or 
rehabbing it — are going to take 
time and emotional energy. From 
a real estate person’s perspective, 
houses always sell better when 
they’re shined up and looking 
nice. When a prospective buyer 
walks in and sees and smells new 
carpet and fresh paint, they don’t 
have strain their imaginations 
looking past everything. When 
you force potential buyers to 
look past things, it usually ends 
up costing you money. 

In most cases, if you spend 
$10,000 you gain more than what 
you put into the house. Honestly, 
I think one of the numbers you’ve 
given me is wrong — either 
the $85,000, the $75,000 or the 
$10,000 you think it will take to 
fix up the place. In other words, 
if you spend $10,000 on a project 
like this, you’ll usually gain 
$20,000 when you’re talking 
about stuff like a thorough 
cleaning, new carpet and flooring, 
fresh paint and basics like that. 
My guess is if the place is worth 
$85,000 fixed up it’ll probably 
bring about $65,000 as-is. 

If it’s me, I’m going to clean 
the place and fix it up. I’ve done 
hundreds, if not thousands, of 
these kinds of deals, and I can’t 
stand to try and sell something 
that’s dumpy, grungy and out of 
shape.

Each month the Kentucky 
Department for Aging and 
Independent Living provides 
monthly information to senior 
citizens regarding health and 
wellness. Last month the focused 
topic was fruits and vegetables. 

It is true that all people, no 
matter their age, can benefit from 
consuming fruits and vegetables. 

Did you know that a medium 
sized apple is 70 calories and 
one cup of blueberries and a cup 
of grapes each are 80 calories. 
One fruit with the higher caloric 
intake is the banana (medium¬ 
sized) at 100 calories. 

Vegetables, have lower calorie 
counts with broccoli at 30 
calories for a cup, green beans, 
40 calories per cup and carrots, 
sitting at 45 calories for a cup, 
just to mention a few. 

The recommendation for fruit 
and vegetable consumption is 
five to nine servings. When 
you consider your own intake 
on a regular basis, some of us 
might need to increase our daily 
servings. 

Eating fruits and vegetables 
can help with reducing your 
risk of many disease, high blood 
pressure, and some forms of 
cancer. 

Fruits and Vegetables provide 
us with important nutrients: 

• Fiber which helps to keep 
your colon healthy and control 
blood sugar and cholesterol. 

• Calcium for healthy bones 
and teeth as well as for normal 
function of muscles and nerves. 

• Folate helps prevent birth 
defects. 

• Iron helps blood and cells 
function. 


• Magnesium is necessary for 
healthy bones. 

• Potassium helps with 
maintaining healthy blood 
pressure. 

• Vitamin A helps to keep the 
eyes and skin healthy protect 
against infections. 

• Vitamin C helps to heal cuts 
and wounds and keeps teeth and 
gums healthy. 

To help you make sure you 
are consuming enough fruits 
and vegetables is to utilize the 
“ChooseMyPlate.gov” to help 
you fill your plate for less. 
Meaning less calories by filling 
half your plate with fruits and 
vegetables. 

Ways to help curb costs while 
filling your plate with more fruits 
and vegetables is the following 
tips and suggestions: 

• Buy fresh produce when it is 
in season or on sale; 

• Buy frozen or canned; 

• Buy larger portions of fruits 
and vegetables when it is on sale 
and freeze it for later; and 

• Consider signing up for the 
Commodity Supplemental Food 
Program or the Senior Farmers 
Market Nutrition Program.

Programmable thermostats could result in savings 



Installing a smart home system 
or programmable thermostat 
could result in savings for 
homeowners. 

The programmable systems 
allow you to control your 
home’s lighting, heating and air, 
electronics, garage doors, and 
more - even while you’re away 
from home - all with a tap of 
your smart-phone. 

And while tech-savvy folks 
may enjoy the safety features - 
giving kids access into the home 
after school, for example, while 
you’re at work, or turning on the 
home’s outdoor lights when you 
pull up in the drive - note that 
investing in a smart home system 
may not make sense if your only 
motivation is energy savings. 

If your Monday through Friday 
work/home routine does not 
vary, you may get limited benefit 


from controlling your home’s 
temperatures via a mobile smart¬ 
phone, explains Jude Canchola, 
energy advisor at Owen Electric 
Cooperative. 

A relatively inexpensive, 
standard programmable 

thermostat (like the Honeywell 
5-2 Day Programmable 
Thermostate, in the $50 to $60 
rang at Lowe’s, versus as much 
as $250+ for a “smart” system) 
allows you to set a routine loop for 
your home’s heating and coohng- 
i.e., raising the temperature by 
five degrees in the summer while 
you’re at work, or lowering it 
five degrees in the winter during 
the day, while you’re away. And 
that’s all most people need. 

Do you know how to use 
your programmable thermostat 
to maximize energy efficiency? 
Did you know you shouldn’t 


schedule large day-to-day 
temperature fluctuations if you 
have a geothermal system?

LEAST. We are admonished in 
the bible to not think of ourselves 
more than we ought and to humble 
ourselves.

Do we 
look down on others as did the 
Pharisees? Or can we honestly 
say that we, like Paul, are “less 
than the least of all saints?” And 
can we say, “I am what I am by 
the grace of God?”

Dyslexia Awareness 


Sally Shaywitz, Pediatrician- 
Scientist, Co-Director of the 
Yale U. Center for Dyslexia 
and Creativity. “On Sept. 18, 
2014, Dr. Shaywitz spoke to the 
Committee on Science, Space, 
and Technology in the U.S House 
of Representatives. These are her 
own words, ‘Functional magnetic 
resonance imaging (fMRI) from 
our own (Yale) laboratories and 
laboratories around the world 
has identified three major neural 
systems for reading in the left 
hemisphere of the brain. One 
region, anterior, in Broca’s area 
and two regions posterior, one in 
the parieto-temporal (Wernicke’s 
area), and another in the Occipital- 
Temporal region, often referred to 
as the word form tea. These studies 
show that in Dyslexic readers, 
the Posterior Neural Systems are 
functioning inefficiently, providing 
a neural signature for Dyslexia. 
Critically, these posterior neural 
systems appear to be important 
in skilled, automatic reading; 
thus, inefficient functioning in 
these neural systems suggest an 
explanation for the slow, effortful 
reading characterizing Dyslexic 
readers. Recent studies of brain 
connectivity demonstrate that in 
Dyslexic readers there is reduced 
connectivity to the posterior 
neural systems responsible for 
skilled, automatic reading.”

One in five children suffer from 
it. The 2013 National Assessment 
of Educational Progress (The 
Nation’s Report Card) indicate 
that two in three students in fourth 
through eighth grades are not 
proficient readers.

• Dyslexia is worldwide, 
affecting every ethnic race and 
socio-economic class. 

• Dyslexia is often but not 
always accompanied by ADD 
(Attention Deficit Disorder) and 
ADHD (Attention Deficit Hyper 
Disorder). 

So, what causes Dyslexia in 
simple terms? “Why do otherwise 
bright and motivated children 
struggle or even fail to learn to 
read? Spoken language is natural 
and does not have to be taught,” 
answered Harris. “Everyone 
speaks. Reading is artificial and 
must be taught. Herein lies the 
problem for Dyslexics. The key in 
learning to read is that the letters 
have to be linked to something that 


has inherent meaning - the sounds 
of spoken language. A beginning 
reader must come to recognize 
that the letters and letter strings 
have to be linked to something 
that has inherent meaning - the 
sounds of spoken language. 

“Children who are Dyslexic 
struggle to pull apart the spoken 
word, as a result, cannot isolate 
each sound and attach it to its 
letter. Results from large and well- 
studied populations of Dyslexic 
children confirm that in young 
children, as well as adolescents a 
deficit in phonology represents the 
most specific and robust correlate 
of Dyslexia.” 

This means that Dyslexics 
encounter problems with: 

1. Word retrieval 

2. Reading, initially impacting 
reading accuracy 

3. Reading fluency 

4. The ability to read not only 
accurately but also rapidly and 
automatically 

5. They read “manually” 
requiring large amounts of effort 
and consuming much of the 
individual’s attention. 

“This means part of the brain 
are not efficiently allowing these 
activities to take place, thus 
hindering comprehension,” added 
Harris.

Last Friday night, the 
Russellville Panthers followed 
the pattern by scoring three 
touchdowns in their first five 
plays from scrimmage, taking 
home a 45-0 district win.

Twelve years ago, no one 
could have predicted that a “once 
in a lifetime hunting trip” 
would eventually

Alaska. 

“My life is not the same as 
it was when I took that first trip 
to Alaska in the fall of 2002,” 
declared Rick Major, Fulton 
County resident and part-time 
preacher, when speaking about 
mission opportunities in Alaska. 

“My family and our church 
have been involved helping 
facilitate direct short-term 
mission opportunities for local 
Christians wanting to serve in 
Alaska since 2009. This July 
marked my eighth mission trip 
to Alaska. Our mission efforts 
in the past have blessed us with 
opportunities to serve with a 
number of different ministries 
located in Alaska; but now we 


primarily serve with Kingdom 
Air Corps,” he explained when 
addressing the Hickman Rotary 
Club in September. 

Kingdom Air 
\ Corps is a ministry 
primarily devoted 
{ to training 

students as 
missionarypilots 
and mechanics 
to fly and work 
in remote 
locations while 
at the same 
time taking 
the Gospel 
as we are 
commanded 
in Acts 1:8, 
to “the 
[ uttermost 
parts 
of the 
Earth.” 

The young people in 
Alaska are raised in a different 
environment than the young 
people in Kentucky. Villages are 
separated by hundreds of miles 
of wilderness with no roads 
connecting them. When snow 
covers the ground in the winter, 
supplies can be brought in via 
long trips on snow machines, but 
the society relies on aviation as its 
primary source of transportation. 
Each July, Kingdom Air Corps 
missionaries travel to Crevice 
Creek, Alaska, and hold a two 
week Bible Camp for children 
living in bush Alaska. The camp 
is held on the Fickus Ranch 
homestead in the Brooks Range, 
north of the village of Betties, 
Alaska. Thanks to the generosity 


of the Fickus family, the ministry 
is able to meet and camp on their 
family homeplace and while 
holding 14 days of camp. The 
first week is for younger children 
and the second week is for high 
school aged kids from a handful 
of the remote villages off the road 
system in Northern Alaska. 

Major, his wife Mindy, younger 
daughter Daisy, and son Jackson, 
all traveled to Alaska this past 
July. “We flew the nearly 400 
mile trip in nine planes (and 
probably twice that many pilots) 
hauling people and supplies north 
to the camp,” Major said. 

While Major spoke he shared 
breathtaking photos 


roasting marshmallows, and 
playing basketball. “They 
really love basketball,” Major 
commented. “One young boy 
from Anaktuvuk Pass climbed 
every tree he could find because 
there aren’t any trees in his village 
which is located on the north 
slope of the Brooks Range.” 

The video footage showed 
villagers running out to greet the 
pilots when they landed in the 
village, sleeping bags in hand. 
He explained that the camp is the 
highlight of the year for many 
of the youth and their families, 
saying they bring

During the week- 
long camp the children spend 
time studying the Bible but also 
bonding with others, swimming,

watch them 
all year in anticipation of 
the next one. 

Majorandtheothermissionaries 
spend time professing their faith 
with these children who have 
many of the material possessions 
like kids in the lower 48 states, 
but lack consistent and Godly 
adult guidance and spiritual 
discipleship. “Some of these kids 
have been coming to the camp 
for six years in a row now,” 
added Major. “We are looking to 
plant the seed and hope that they 
go out worldwide and spread the 
Gospel.” 

It has taken the missionaries a 
long time to lay the groundwork 
for their missions in Alaska. “In 
the 20-30 below zero climate in 
March of each year, we travel on 
snow machines approximately 
41 miles one way from Betties 
pulling sleds hauling in material 
for buildings, aviation fuel, 
and other supplies,” explained 
Major. “All the items have been 
donated.” 

This past March Major assisted 
with bringing in 1,500 gallons 
of aviation fuel to assist with 
their continued missions. All of 
this work comes at an expense. 
“Unfortunately, in American 
church settings, most people look 
at spreading the Gospel from 
the perspective of a business 
model,” he said. “You can’t look 
at it that way. If you try to view 
missions to the remote bush or 
jungle locations from a business 
perspective you will never 
go there. The financial cost is 
staggering. God has commanded 
us to go regardless of the cost or 
peril. He will provide.” 

Major explained that this 
year at the camp, Kittikoon 
Wichitponpaiboon, a member of 
the Free Burma Rangers, attended 
the camp to learn about how 
aviation could be used to assist 
in ministry in Asia. In Burma, 
years of civil war and human 
rights violations have ravaged 
the villages in the war zones. The 
Free Burma Rangers (FBR) is a 
multi-ethnic humanitarian service 
movement that brings help, hope 
and love to people in the war 
zones of Burma. Ethnic pro¬ 
democracy groups send teams to 
FBR to be trained, supplied and 
sent into the areas under attack to 
provide emergency medical care, 
shelter, food, clothing and human 
rights documentation. The teams 
also operate a communication 
and information network inside 
Burma that provides real time 
information from areas under 
attack. 

During Major’s slideshow 
presentation a Bible verse from 
the book of Matthew was quoted. 
Matthew 16:15 - “But what 
about you?” he asked. “Who do 
you say I am?” Simon Peter 
answered, “You are the Messiah, 
the Son of the living God.”

All the wins, trophies, titles, 
newspaper headlines and 
accolades are dust now. Feix’s 
departure leaves us with these 
questions: Did I contribute 
well to humankind? Was I loyal 
to something beyond self? 

He did, and more. 

“Coach Feix was a legendary 
figure in so many ways,” Todd 
Stewart, director of athletics at 
Western Kentucky University 
said in a release. “His influence 
transcended far beyond his role 
as WKU’s head football coach 
and athletics director.” 

The ever affable Man from 
Henderson was best of the best 
among college ball coaches in 
Kentucky with whom I dealt 
through decades. Forthright, 
good humored, effervescent 
personality, a contrast too many 
in his profession then and now. 
And, Feix kept a firm grip on who 
he was in the grand universe. 

Most admirable, his loyalty. 
Feix left the friendly confines 
of Henderson in the 1940s for 
Bowling Green, earned success 
as a football player, then ball 
coach and director of athletics. 
He gave Western 27 years of his 
professional life and the rest of it 
to community. 

Legacy? His sons are Doctor 
Jimmy B. Feix of Milwaukee and 
Doctor Jeff Feix of Nashville. 

Writer/philosopher Dr. Joseph 
Campbell said: “A hero is 
someone who has given his or 
her life to something bigger than 
oneself.”

Program Coordinator Chelsea 
Wilson of Cayce, Ky., is ready 
to learn everything about all 
the residents who come to The 
Arbors. “It is all about connecting 
to your residents,” she said about 


her role at The Arbors. “We want 
to be best friends with them. We 
want to know everything about 
them. What they like to do and 
what level they are at on that 
day. Every day may be different 
but if you can get five minutes 
of joy and happiness with them, 
it makes the whole job worth 
while.” 

Also excited to learn everything 
about the residents who come 
to The Arbors is second shift, 
full-time LPN, Katelyn Kelly. 
“Individualized care is important 
here. What do they need on a 
normal basis. How do they like 
their medicine,” Kelly explained. 
“We will provide them with more 
one on one care as we become 


their best friend, not just their 
caregiver.” 

One way to reach out and 
get to know them is through 
their families. “Memory care 
boxes (outside each room) and 
personalized quilts filled with 
photos and other memorabilia 
is one way to help us connect 
with our residents,” added 
Kelly. “We want to do activities 
with them that they are familiar 
with, especially ones that they 
did when they were at home or 
work.” 

“The Arbors is all about 
entering their world, not 
pulling them into ours,” added 
Wilson.

We know 
it can be a big change and it can 
be scary, but by becoming their 
best friends, we can give them 
what they need.” 

While touring the facility with 
Rebecca Wilson you notice all 
the resident rooms are located on 
the perimeter of The Arbors with 
the living room area, activity 
area and dining area all located 
in the center. The dining area has 
lots of light, including sunlights 
to provide additional natural 
lighting, good for providing the 
residents with natural Vitamin 
D. 

The memory path area, which 
is secure but also inviting, 
provides the residents with a safe 
and peaceful space to enjoy the 
outdoors.
